Do the city commissioners believe 
that the council went beyond its 
powers as set forth in the city char- 
ter when a majority adopted a reso- 
lution Mmiting the activities of Com- 
missioner Chalmers to the health and 
civic relief departments? 

When this question was put to them 
the only answer was a smile. Yet if 
it is true that actions speak louder 
than mere words, then commissioners, 
or at least those commissioners not 
affected by the order of the council, 
do not believe that the council had any 
authority to Imit the activity of any 
member of the ‘commission board un- 
der the present cnarter. 

It has been interesting to note the 
gradual resumption of Mr. Chalmers’ 
old position on the board of commis- 
sioners, At the first few meetings of 
the board immediately after the coun- 
cll had passed its resolution very few 
matters were referred to Mr, Chal- 
mers, During the past week. how- 
ever, there has been quite a change. 
As matters stand today, Commission- 
er. Chalmers is doing as much active 
work on the board as he ever did. 
Matters relating to the street railway, 
the power plant, the engineer's and 
the waterworks department are re- 
ceiving his best attention just as they 
did before tine counci! Look its ac- 
tion,

Jissioners and 
apparently prove that in spite of the 
council’s order, Commissioner  Chal- 
mers has as much to do as ever. That 
the commissioner finds enough to keep 
him busy, is quite evident by the way 
in which he has been working during 
the past tan days or so. 

It is probable that the council will 
take some action at its regular meet- 
ing this evening on the letter sent in 
by Commissioner Chalmers two weeks 
ago today, in which he answered the 
various charges made against his 
work by the special committee in- 
vestigating the construction of the 
new car barns, It will be remembered 
Mr. Chalmers asked the council either 
to hold an investigation before a judge 
of the supreme court, or else to con- 
wider the charges made against him as 
without foundation. 

When the letter appeared before 
the council two weeks ago it was 
tabled for a week, but last Tuesday 
evening the council adjourned without 
considering either this matter, or the 
reorganization scheme submitted by 
Cost Engineer Bowness at the previ- 
ous meeting.

FROM STATES 


Dronght in Iowa, Kansas and 
Oklahoma Sends Settlers to 
the Dominion

Winnipeg, Sept. 15.—Owing the 
severe drought which is being experi- 
enced in the states of Iowa, Kansus 
and Oklahoma, the immigration to 
Canada from the United States has 
gone up eighty per cent. during the 
past four weeks, says Bruce Walker, 
immignation commissioner. 

He points out that the reports show 
that the drougnt has been a0 verious 
in the above mentioned states as to 
bring about the ruination of from 60 
to 70 per cent of the crops. The re- 
sult has been there has been an enor- 
mous increase, about 80 per cent in 
both the correspondence and the num- 
ber of landseekers from these states. 
Of course, he says, this increase has 
also been, to a certain extent, due to 
the’ rumors of the enormous crop 
now being garnered in Western Can- 
ada. 

Mr. Walker explains that this in- 
crease is all the more surprising wher 
it is remembered that up to six weeks 
agu the en:igration from the United 
States showed a falling off of ove:

Dr. McLennan, Manager cf the

Pr. McLennan, manager of the Dun- 
vegan railway, returned on Thursday 
from a visit to Peace River Crossing 
and Grouard, He. left for Winnipeg 
last night. He left the Crossing vit 
Sept. 2, At that time most of the 
grain in the Shaftsbury  settlemeat 
was cut and all of it ready to cut. 
The cor.dition of the grain was fur- 
ther advanced than at Edmonton at 
the sume date At Grouard and High 
Prairie the crop was not quite so far 
advanced as a’ Peace River. No ef- 
fect of frost was neticed up to Sept. 
The read from the Crossing to 
Grouard was very bad, especially at 
the crossing of the Bad Heart River. 

The season has been very wet in 
the Lesser Slave Lake country, and 
the lake ig unusually high, There 
have been rains during the past two 
weeks, but not so heavy as earlier in 
the season, 

Speaking of the progress of the 
raiiway, Dr. McLennan said that 
graders were working at High Prairie, 
but work was continuous from the 
Athabasea to the Driftpile river, 
about 80 miles. 

It was confidently expected that 
the grace would be completed for that 
distance this fall. 

A temporary grade was being cod- 
structed on each side of the Athabas- 
ca from the high level of the permu- 
nent bridge to the water level. A tem- 
porary bridge will be put in when the 
ice makes and the track laying will 
be continued at least as far os Swan 
river during the early winter, The

Early Risers 
Saw a Total 


Eclipse of Moon| 


It Was Visible at Its Best Yester- 
day Morning at Five 
O’eclock 


Edmontonians who were around 
early yesterday morning had the priy- 
ilege of seeing a total eclipse of the 
moon. It was visible at its best at 
five o'clock when it appeared 
blood red just before it set in 
Western horizon. 

The total eclipse of the moon is due 
to the passing of the earth between 
the sun and the moon; hence eclips- 
ing the moon by its shadow, It was 
a total eclipse the beginning of which 
was visible in North America, except- 
ing the extreme northern portions, the 
Pacific ocean, Australia and Joastern 
Asia. The ending was visible in Alaska 
the Pacific Ocean, excepting the east- 
ern portions, Australia and Asia 

As far as Edmonton was concern- 
ed, the moon entered in the shadow 
of the earth at 3,52 a.m, Total eclipse 
began at 5.08 a.m. middle of the 
eclipse at 5.40 a.m., the total ended 
at 6.35 a.m., and the moon left the

shadow at 7.43 a.m. 

The length of the eclipse was due 
to the fact that the shadow of the 
earth, where the moon enters, was

SOCIALIST CONGRESS 
IN SESSION IN BERLIN 


Chief Subjects Under Discussio) 
Party's Attitude Toward Vot 
Money for Military Purposes and 
General Strike. 

Berlin, Sept, 15.—-The  Secial 
mocrat Congress, which opened 
terday at Jena, was rendered of spee- 
ial importance by reason of the recent 
death of the chairman, Herr Rebel, 
Delegates from England, Austria, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Switzerland and Portu- 
gal addressed the convention, bringing 
greetings. 

Two sections of the congress—the 
radicals, Wha are Social Demecrats of 
almost revolutionary tendencies,' and 
the Rtevisionists—are carrying on a 
war against the government’s partia- 
nentary and constitutional tactics, 

The chief subjects under discussion 
by the congress are the varty’s atti- 
tude toward the voting of money by 
parliament for military and naval pur- 
poses; the parliamentary attitude  to- 
ward his and the question of a general 
strike, The party organ, the Von- 
waerts, Warns the people not to depend 
on parliament alone, The main thing 
to be done, it claims, is to educate 
the people against militarism, 

Comrade Ebert, of Berlin, w 
ed to preside over the congress, in the 
place of Comrade Bebel, The latter 
was eulogized in many striking 
speeches. Comrade Moikenbuhr 
claimed that Bebel was the cleverest 
tactician the proletariat possessed. 

Keir Hardie, speaking for the Eng- 
lish Socialists, said that Bebel's loss 
was as Keenly felt in his country as in 
Germany. He continued to speak on 
the great progress made in trade 
un nism in England and stated that 
there were preparations under way to 
bring all the Socialist groups into one

The Washington correspondent 
for the London ‘Times sent his 
paper recently some figures which 
he thought showed that Great 
Britain would have to ‘‘Bestir 
‘herself if the Empire is to reap 
“such commercial advantages as 
“ought to have accrued from the 
“defeat of reciprocity.”’ The fig 
ures in question show that *‘ex 
“ports from the United States to 
“Canada have practically dou- 
“bled in the last three years,’ 
while exports from Canada to the 
United States have grown less 
than twenty per cent in the same 
period. Reciproeity was intended 
fo allow Canadians to pay for 
what they bought in the United 
States with what they had to sell. 
The defeat of reciprocity was sup 
posed to headed off a 
threatened increase in the amount 
of goods purchased by Canadians 


have 


jin the Umited States. The figures 
supplied by the Times’ man prove 
a couple of points. One is that 
the defeat of reeiprocity did not 
stop the growth of Canadian pur- 
chases in the United States, by 
a good deal. The other is tha 
the defeat ot reciprocity does 
prevent Canadians paying for 
their larger purehases in the 
United States with the things 
they have to sell. As the Times’ 


eorrespondent seems to think, the 
situation not from whieh 
Britishers—in Britain or Canada 
—can derive much satisfaction. 
What buy we for,
